Wheat growers will be permitted to 
deliver their entire crops to the Wheat 
Board this yar at the basic price of 70 
cents per bushel No. 1, Fort William, 
it has been announced by Hon. J. A. 
McKinnon, Minister of Trade and Com 
merce. Under the 1939 act, deliveries 
to the Wheat Board were limited to 
5000 bushels.

portion of the crop will have to be 
retained on the farms for some time. 
However, the ' government will mak > 
an allowance to the producer to com¬ 
pensate him for storing wheat on h’s 
farm and this allowance will be In ad¬ 
dition to the basic guaranteed price. 
The terminal elevators on both sea¬ 
boards, as well as terminals on the 
Great' Lakes and in the interior, are 
pretty well loaded with wheat and 
other grains at the present time. Th*» 
surplus grain is backed up into coun¬ 
try elevators, which is an unprecedent¬ 
ed state of affairs, and it is a certainty 
that before harvest is very far ad¬ 
vanced this fall what elevator space 
left will be completely plugged. Every 
farmer should therefore make plans to 
provide all the safe farm storage he 
possibly can.. 

Other features of the 1940 wheat 
policy are that the Winnipeg Grain 
Exchange will remain open, a process¬ 
ing tax of 15 cents per bushel for 
wheat milled into flcur in Canada and 
an equitable division of available stor¬ 
age space in elevators and terminals.

some grain for a time at least 1 on their 
own farms. This means that elevator 
companies and farmers, too, will tend 
to “plug" or fill up their bins to the 
limit. 

Almost every year, particularly 
since combining started, some farmers 
and some elevator companies have suf¬ 
fered severe losses because stored 
grain had become bin-burnt, which 
iowered the grade to “Rejected” and 
sometimes to no grade at all; this bin¬ 
burning being brought about because 
the grain was cut ami threshed before 
it was thoroughly ripe, or because the 
grain contained unripened weed seeds. 

The grain in "plugged” bins is diffi¬ 
cult to examine or to “turn,” and so it 
is more important than ^ver that 
grain for storage this yearwhould be 
perfectly dry and free from weed 
seeds. It is evident, therefore, that 
farmers, particularly those who com¬ 
bine, should this year delay cuttipg 
their crops until the grain is thorough¬ 
ly ripe. Special efforts, too, should be 
made to see to it that the screens of 
combines and of threshing machines 
are kept in proper working order so 
that weed seeds, which lower grade 
and take up valuable space, will be re-

/ORGANIZATIONS in this town and in all parts of 
Alberta deluged Ottawa Itfst week-end with re¬ 
quests that the Vancouver freight rates be maintained 
on Alberta wheat. The fact that this province is always 
the latest in getting its crops harvested is a handicap in 
any year of large carryover, when terminal space is lim¬ 
ited. Manitoba and Saskatchewan have a great advan¬ 
tage. For Alberta to be penalized still further by being 
charged full freight to Fort William would be a must m- 
equitable arrangement. Until the outbreak of war, 
for many years past, Alberta wheat has gone to Van¬ 
couver, anu the raie to Vancouver has been the basis on* 
which the farmer/, have reckoned their returns. La-t 
year the Vancouver rate was continued, although the 
grain moved eipst. To farmers in this district an imposi¬ 
tion of Fort William rates would mean diminished re¬ 
turn of a full 3 cents a bushel, which is the difference 
between the Vancouver and the Port William rates at 
this point. It is estimated that lefusai to allow the \ an- 
couver rate would cut $2,bOU,0O0 from th* spending pow¬ 
er of Alberta tanners. 

Ail that is expected is that this unfair discrimination 
should tie rectified. It is impossible to establish a gen¬ 
eral minimum price, which brings exactly the same 
turns to all farmers oi the west, but some eliort at 
equalization is necessary. The 70 ct peg has been-ac¬ 
cepted without too much protest, because of the uncer¬ 
tain futuie and tile glut which the Board is carry.ng. 
But that minimum’ price has not the buying power ,u 
last year because ol the higher cost of living, it takes 
close reckoning to get by on the net return to the Al¬ 
berta farmer, even H yield is good and grade is .\u. i. 
There is no assurance yet of yield or grade. 

Although an effort is being mane to allot terminal and 
elevator space as fairly as possible, the need for farm 
storage will undoubtedly be more pressing in Aibeita 
than fn other provinces. this is another expense which 
farmers bf this province may have to face to a gtealei: 
degree titan farmers of Saskatchewan and Manitoba. It 
is understood that farm storage will eventually lie com¬ 
pensated but it will almost certainly mean an initial ex¬ 
pense to the farmer. In view of the new storage impo¬ 
sition, the necessity for maintaining the Vancoute 
freight rattvis apparent.

IT was noticeable when conscription for home defend;.' 
was announced, that young men genet ally approved. 
They are the ones affected, and consequently the only 
people whose opinion m the matter is of real conse¬ 
quence. They felt that the situation for them was clari¬ 
fied. They would be called up as required, and in the 
meantime could go about their business with some peace 
of mind. This was paiticularly true ot young men hold¬ 
ing responsible positions in essential industries, or of 
young men with dependents. They felt a relief that the 
burden of choice was removed from them. Their coun¬ 
try would call them as needed. 

In anticipation of this conscription for home defence 
is the present' plan of enlistment in the non-permanent 
militia. It provides a plan by which men may receive 
some training while still continuing their ordinary em¬ 
ployment. This minimizes any disruption of business 
life, at the same time giving the advantage of a measure 
of military training. The result will be that those who 
enlist for this’instruction w ill he better qualified if they 
should later be called upon to serve full time in home 
defence.' Their class may or may not be required for 
service in Canada, but if it is, they have some prepara¬ 
tion. In the meantime, they continue their regular em¬ 
ployment. 

This is the understanding under which .many have en¬ 
listed for this training, and it is to be hoped that every 
thing is clear and above board m respect to enlistment 
In the minds of many young men there is quite a distinc¬ 
tion between service at home and service overseas. It 
is important that such a distinction be respected. So long 
as enlistment for overseas is not compelled by the gov¬ 
ernment, it should he respected as a voluntary choice, by 
all agencies concerned, with no compulsion exercised 
either by letter or spirit. 

The idea of the non-permanent militia enlistment a. 
anticipating or augmenting the compulsory training for 
home defence is splendid. Rut any intention of incur 
porating these men as part of overseas} replacements 
should be presented dearly*to them at the start. Tie- 
greatest virtue which authorities car. exercise in these 
times is absolute candor. 


Cordell Hull's scheme to enlist the co-operation of u'l 
Vmerican countries in a sort of cartel to fight the barter 
lade plans of the dictators is a necessary one.* In effev: 
he pioprsul is for the United States to bribe other coini-

In respect to the enlistment of men 
in the army service of Canada, the fol¬ 
lowing information is issued from the 
Dept, of Defence regarding the new 
military training plan. This deals 
with the defence of Canada. 

Present Army 

The present army includes (1) the 
C.A.S.F. comprising today 133,512 
men, from 19 to 15 years of age. These 
are now serving at home or abroad, 
with pay, $1.30 a day plus allowance. 

2. The Veterans’ Home Guard, com¬ 
prising veterans of the Great War, 53 
years and under who are doing full¬ 
time service defending key points, 
i’here are authorized 22 companies of 
250 men each.

The men thus re¬ 
cruited will be brought directly into 
militia regiments through the country.

One lumber mer¬ 
chant estimated costs of new materials 
of good quality for construction of a 
1000-bushel granary at $75.” 

A couple of weeks ago the Times 
published an approximate estimate of 
the cost ofbuilding granaries, quoting 
about -$60.00 for a granary of 1200 
bushel capacity, without counting la¬ 
bor. Some have thought this estimate 
was a little low, and that cost might 
be higher. 

But even the $60 for a 1200 bushels 
capacity, means 5 cts. a bushel initial 
outlay for building. 

A number have expressed opinion 
that there is not at present granary ac¬ 
commodation for more than 20% of 
the crop. Eighty per cent of the 15,- 
000,000 bushels requiring storage 
would be 12,000,000 bushels for which 
there is no present granary facilities. 
And according .to a minimum estimate 
of cost, this would mean an expendi¬ 
ture of at least $600,000 to provide 
farm granaries.

Farmers Face Less 
Three Cents Bus. 


Farmers of this district are faced 
with a reduction of 3 cents per bushel 
on the price received for wheat deliv¬ 
ered to -Wheat Board at Vulcan if a 
proposed provision of the act amend¬ 
ing the Wheat Board Act is carried 
through. Wheat is bought here on the 
Vancouver basis, allowing farmers a 
three cents higher price than if it were 
bought on the Fort William basis, and 
the proposed amendment to the Act 
would make the initial payment seven¬ 
ty cents for No. 1 in store at Fort Wil¬ 
liam only, instead of at both Fort WiB 
liam and Vancouver as was provided 
for last year. Boiled down to cold 
facts, it will simply mean that farmers 
here will receive three cents per bush¬ 
el less for their wheat than they re¬ 
ceived last year, although the initial 
Wheat Board price of 70 cents per 
bushel No. 1 is unchanged. 

When it is realized that the district 
will harvest a good million bushels of 
wheat this; fall it is easily seen that 
the cash loss will amount to a consid¬ 
erable figure. 

Considerable opposition to the pro¬ 
posed amendment has developed and 
last Friday evening R. S. Law, presi\ 
dent of the United Grain Growers Ltd. 
despatched to members of the govern¬ 
ment at Ottawa a telegram which read 
as follows: 

“A newspaper despatch from Ot¬ 
tawa this afternoon states that the 
Wheat Board Act if. to be amended to 
provide that the basis of initial pay¬ 
ment to farmers shall be seventy cents 
for number one in store Fort William 
instead of in store both Fort William 
and Vancouver as was provided in the 
Wheat Board amending Act of 1939. 
On behalf of the many thousand share¬ 
holders and customers of United Grain 
Growers Limited and farmers gener¬ 
ally in the province of Alberta, we 
desire to protest. We wish to point 
out to you that when the Act of 1939 
was passed, Parliament was fully con¬ 
scious of the fact that the basis then 
established would (five Alberta far¬ 
mers the benefit of the lower freight 
rates which apply to Vancouver as 
compared to Fort William. It^was ob- 
vious then that there might occur 
what has actually happened, that Al¬ 
berta grain might have to be moved 
to Fort William at the higher freight 
rate and that in the event of the 
Wheat Board operating at a loss this 
fact might enhance the loss to the Do¬ 
minion Government. The Act was de¬ 
liberately framed and passed in the 
form given to it in 1939 because the 
basis provided as initial payment was 
recognized as being the lowest at 
which Parliament was willing to see 
the wheat industry operated in order 
to maintain the economic structure of 
Canada. The Vancouver freight rate 
structure has been built up over a long 
period of years and has become an in¬ 
tegral part of the economic life of Al¬ 
berta. The fact that grain shipments
